I spoke with the Springfield ADA a 1ittle whi1e ago and he couldn't guarantee when I would be needed. He 
said he is new to the Superior Court way of doing things so doesn't know if I really have to be there at 
9am as the judge indicated ("Have your witnesses here at 9"). I know that he does have a fai r number of 
witnesses before me, so, using my experience and the fact that I have another Superior Court case that is 
starting tomorrow and being told I wi11 not be needed unti1 Friday or early next week for that one, I am 
sti11 pianning on being in Quincy at llish. The ADA said he will cal 1 me on my cell as soon as he 1 earns 
what is going on. I'm expecting that I wi11 not be needed and continue driving to Quincy, but in the off 
chance (<1%) that he actually does need me at that time, I wi11 give you a cal 1 and 1et you know that I 
won't be avai1able unti1 1ater. I expect to hear from him by 9-9:15ish. If anything changes 1ast minute 
on your end, pi ease cal 1 me on my cel 1 as well. 

Honestly, I'm not concerned about being able to be in Quincy as we almost never have to testify before 
the second day in Superior Court and we are never needed when the trial begins.
